12. U.S.-ROMANIAN (SIC) RELATIONS (PP. 6-7). SHOULD 
READ: 

-AFTER A 15-YEAR OF COOLNESS, THE UNITED STATES 
AND ROMANIA BEGAN TO IMPROVE THEIR RELATIONS IN 1960 WITH 
THE SIGNING OF AN AGREEMENT PROVIDING FOR PARTIAL SETTLEMENT 
OF AMERICAN PROPERTY CLAIMS. IN THE SAME YEAR, CULTURAL, SCIEN- 
TIFIC, AND EDUCATIONAL EXCHANGES WERE INITIATED, AND A 
FIVE-YEAR AGREEMENT FOR CULTURAL, EDUCATIONAL, SCIENTIFIC, AND 
TECHNICAL EXCHANGES AND COOPERATION, SIGNED IN 1974, HAS 
RESULTED IN A STEADY GROWTH OF CONTACTS AND EXCHANGES OF 
INFORMATION IN THESE FIELDS. IN AUGUST 1969 PRESIDENT NIXON 
PAID AN OFFICIAL VISIT TO ROMANIA, THE FIRST BY A U.S. PRESI- 
DENT TO EASTERN EUROPE SINCE WORLD WAR II. DURING THAT VISIT 
AN AGREEMENT WAS REACHED PROVIDING FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A 
U.S. LIBRARY IN BUCHAREST. A ROMANIAN LIBRARY IN NEW YORK AND 
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A U.S. BANK OFFICE IN BUCHAREST. THE AMERICAN CULTURAL CENTER 
IN BUCHAREST, OPENED IN 1972, CONTAINS A WELL-STOCKED LIBRARY 
OF AMERICAN LITERATURE AND REFERENCE MATERIALS, AND A THEATER 
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FOR CONCERTS, STAGE AND FILM SHOWINGS, AND LECTURES. 

-IN 1964 THE LEGATIONS OF BOTH COUNTRIES WERE RAISED TO THE 
LEVEL OF EMBASSIES, AND HIGH-LEVEL CONTACTS BETWEEN U.S. AND 
ROMANIAN LEADERS HAVE MULTIPLIED DESPITE CONTINUING POLITICAL DIF- 
FERENCES. PRESIENT CEAUSESCU'S APRIL 1978 VISIT TO THE U.S. 

TO MEET WITH PRESIDENT CARTER IS HIS FOURTH VISIT SINCE OCTO- 
BER 1970. PRESIDENT FORD (IN 1975) AND SECRETARIES OF STATE 
ROGERS AND KISSINGER EACH VISITED BUCHAREST. ALSO IN 1975, 

THE ROMANIAN FIRST DEPUTY MINISTER OF DEFENSE AND CHIEF OF THE 
GENERAL STAFF EXCHANGED VISITS WITH THE U.S. ARMY CHIEF OF STAFF. 
HIGH-LEVEL VISITS HAVE ALSO INCLUDED TRIPS TO AMERICAN CABINET 
OFFICERS AND ROMANIAN MINISTERS, PARLIAMENTARIANS, AND LEADERS 
IN EDUCATION. SCIENCE, CULTURE AND THE ARTS. 

-HIGH LEVEL VISITS HAVE ALSO BEEN MARKED BY AGREEMENTS 
INTENDED TO EXPAND COOPERATION AND PROVIDE MECHANISMS FOR 
THE RESOLUTION OF PROBLEMS BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES. IN 
1972, SECRETARY GOERS SIGNED A CONSULAR CONVENTION TO FACI- 
LITATE THE PROTECTION OF CITIZENS AND THEIR PROPERTY IN BOTH 
COUNTRIES; IN THE SAME YEAR, OPIC FACILITIES WERE GRANTED, 

AND ROMANIA BECAME ELIGIBLE FOR U.S. EXPORT-IMPORT NANK 
CREDITS. THE JOINT DECLARATION SIGNED BY PRESIDENTS NIXON 
AND CEAUSESCU IN DECEMBER 1973 GAVE RISE, IN TURN, TO THE 
SIGNING IN APRIL 1975 OF A TRADE AGREEMENT WHICH ENTERED INTO 
FORCE FOR A THREE- YEAR PERIOD IN AUGUST OF THAT YEAR. ALSO, 

IN 1975 ROMANIA WAS ACCORDED MOST-FAVORED-NATION STATUS, 

AS THE ONLY EAST EUROPEAN COUNTRY TO RECEIVE THIS TREATMENT 
UNDER THE TERMS OF SECTION 402 OF THE TRADE REFORM ACT OF 
1974. SUBSEQUENTLY, THE TWO COUNTRIES SIGNED A LONG-TERM 
AGREEMENT ON ECONOMIC. INDUSTRIAL AND TECHNICAL COOPERATION. 
EMIGRATION REMAINS A RELATED ISSUE FOR DISCUSSION BETWEEN 
THE TWO GOVERNMENTS. AND A DIALOGUE HAS BEEN MAINTAINED 
CONCERNING PROBLEMS OF DUAL NATIONALS, B I NATIONAL MARRIAGE 
CASES AND REUNIFICATION OF DIVIDED FAMILIES. APPROXIMATELY 
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1,200-1,500 ROMANIANS EMIGRATE TO THE UNITED STATES EACH 
YEAR. 

FOLLOWING A SERIES OF NATURAL DISASTERS IN THE 1970'S~ 

MAJOR FLOODING AS WELL AS THE EARTHQUAKE OF 1977-ASSISTANCE 
FROM PROVATE AMERICANS AND FROM THE U.S. GOVERNMENT (INCLUDING
